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City Council sells 
old DPW building 
to Burhop entity

The old Department of Public Works 
building at 100 Davis St. was sold by the 
Belleville City Council to a company to 
be formed later by Sam Arndt and Leah 
Stempky of Burhop Collision. This was at 
Monday’s regular council meeting. 

This property is sandwiched between two 
properties owned by Burhop Collision and 
has been vacant for from 20 to 25 years due 
to contamination by an underground tank 
installed by the city. 

The city accepted the $50,000 offer to 
purchase the property and the company, 
which is to be formed later, would assume 
the baseline environmental responsibility. 

City Manager Jason Smith recommended 
the sale be approved in order to remove a 
property the city has no interest in retaining 
or maintaining and return it to the tax rolls. 

The agreement calls for $5,000 earnest 
money deposited into an escrow account 
upon execution of the purchase agreement. 
Then the buyer has 60 days to perform due 
diligence and close on the property “as is” 
within the next ten days or terminate the 
agreement. 

The city attorney had recommended 
advertising the proposed sale of property 
and it was advertised in the newspaper 
of record. Burhop was the only response, 
Smith said. 

Burhop had been trying to purchase this 
property from the city over the years. 

Department of Public Services Director 
Rick Rutherford said when state test wells 
were put in on the city property, a well also 
had to be put on the Burhop property. 

Colette McClinton, a neighbor, said the 
alley behind the property is overgrown by 
brush and trees. She said Burhop has cars 
back there. 

Mayor Ken Voigt said the alley could be

Sumpter Twp. man dies in head-on collision with truck 


At about 7:05 a.m. on Thursday, March 
14, the Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Department and Huron Valley Ambulance 
were dispatched to Rawsonville Road, 
south of Martz Road reference a two- 
vehicle, head-on collision. 

According to a news release by Van Buren 
Township Police Lt. Kenneth Floro, the 
preliminary investigation revealed that a 
blue 2006 BMW was traveling southbound 
on Rawsonville Road when it crossed the 
center line and drove into oncoming traffic. 

After crossing the center line, the driver of 
the BMW continued to veer into traffic that 
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was traveling northbound on Rawsonville 
Road. The BMW collided with a 2019 
Hino box truck in the northbound lane of 
Rawsonville, according to the report. 

The driver of the BWM was identified as 
Christopher Sibley, a 23-year-old Sumpter 
Township resident. Sibley was fatally 
injured in the accident and was pronounced 
deceased at the scene. 

The driver of the Hino box truck was 
identified as David Carpenter, a 61-year-old 
Ypsilanti resident. Carpenter was treated 
at the scene and transported to St. Joseph 
Mercy Hospital for evaluation. Carpenter 


was later released from the hospital with 
minor injuries, Lt. Floro reported. 

The Van Buren Township Accident 
Investigation Team was called to the scene 
to conduct a follow-up investigation, 
collect data, and secure physical evidence. 
Rawsonville Road between Bemis and 
Martz was completely closed for several 
hours. 

The accident remains under investigation 
and anyone with information is asked to 
contact Detective Dale Harrison or Lt.

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Belleville DDA approves 
purchase of 258 Main St. 
on 6-2 vote on Saturday

After discussion on the environmental 
status of a parcel of land at 258 Main St., 
the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority voted 6-2 to buy the land at a 
special meeting on Saturday, March 2. 

Voting no were Mayor Ken Voigt and DDA 
Treasurer Sabrina Richardson-Williams. 

Mayor Voigt said he felt the owner should 
pay for any further environmental testing, 
which was estimated to be from $3,000 to 
$5,000. 

“We’re the only buyer that makes sense 
to me,” he said noting the DDA’s proposed 
use of making it into a parking lot or using 
it for popup shops would be possible 
without disturbing the former gas station 
underground. 

“I don’t feel comfortable buying it,” Mayor 
Voigt said. 

Treasurer Richardson-Williams said she 
doesn’t like the DDA just buying property 
and sitting on it. 

Assistant City Manager Steve Jones, who 
also manages the DDA, gave the background 
on the property. 

He said the purchase price for 258 Main St. 
was negotiated and an environment survey 
on the former gas station site set. He said it 
came back. He said Wayne County took out 
the tanks and there are seven to eight test 
wells still there. 

Jones said the next step is to test the wells 
and file paperwork with EGLE [the state 
department of Environment, Great Lakes, 
and Energy]. 

Jones said the DDA talked about green 
space and a parking lot and that is something 
EGLE would approve. He said green space 
or popup shops would pull people down the 
street from the new shopping center at the 
bridge. 

He said because of the timeline, the DDA 
has to make a decision. 

When asked about whether the DDA would 
invest in popup shops, Jones said it would 
but they would be temporary structures and 
could be relocated. 

Kelly McWilliams asked about restrooms 
and suggested maybe that couldn’t happen 
because it would break the ground. 

Jones said that would depend on the test 
wells, but, “I would say no at this point.” 

Treasurer Richardson- Williams asked if the 
purchase would be financed and Jones said 
the deal was for $90,000 cash by the end of 
March, would be the 180 days agreed upon. 

DDA Chairperson Alicia McGovern said 
the property was listed for $120,000 and the 
DDA bid $90,000. 

DDA member Mike Gatteri said that is 20% 
less and asked how much more is the buyer 
going to give? 

DDA Vice-Chairman John Winter said the 
parcel looks terrible now and at least parking 
could be put in there. 
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His website is www.terenceoleary.com . 


Gatteri said if they can take things off the 
market, there would be less for sale on Main 
Street and the property prices would rise. 

“Our job is to make the site look good,” said 
DDA Secretary Denise Baker. 

The motion to purchase the property 
according to the agreement was made by 
Winter and seconded by Chris Donley and 
passed 6-2. DDA member Valerie Kelley- 
Bonner was absent and excused from the 
meeting because she was ill. 

In other business at the 52-minute DDA 
meeting following its two-hour strategy 
session on March 2, the DDA: 

e Heard Jones announce that the DDA is 
the proud owner of two properies on Main 
Street, noting the closing on the former 
hardware store closed the previous week. He 
said there needs to be work on the parking 
lot in back and changes in front. Mayor 
Voigt said Hennessey engineers can give the 
DDA information and what it would take to 
extend the parking lot. Winter said the wall 
inside needs to be fixed. Jones said he could 
check with the former owner on who he had 
lined up for that. Jones said this conversation 
allows him to go to Hennessey and reengage 
planning consultant Jill Bahm on this; 

e Agreed that Jones should go out for quotes 
again for the LED sign at the corner of Main 
and High streets that is not functioning 
now. He said he has found how to turn it off 
completely and will do so in the next two days 
or so. DDA members showed irritation with

the continued messages from the holidays. 
Jones said 16 years ago when it was erected 
the sign was the cutting edge. He said the 
DDA put the sign up and Contract Welding 
did the enclosure. He said they don’t have to 
redesign the shell, just get a new replacement 
for the LED section. He said the new sign 
could be cloud-based and able to be used by 
the public safety department for emergency 
announcements. Estimate so far is around 
$24,000. Mayor Voigt asked that this project 
be fast-tracked and Jones said the call for 
bids would be put out this week and back by 
the next DDA meeting; 

e Approved a grant of $5,000 to the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce to help market 
Lake Fest and $3,000 for Winter Fest. Gatteri 
said they should have something to replace 
the boat races that made a big splash last 
year and brought a lot of people. Chamber 
Director Martha Hanoian said they would 
love to have a boat show on High Street and 
they are working very hard to expand the 
festival. Hanoian said, however, that a zipline 
is not financially feasible, although many are 
in favor of having one; 

e Approved a grant of $4,300, said to be 
the same as last year, to the Belleville Central 
Business Community. The application did not 
designate a specific amount requested, asking 
the DDA to give “as much as possible,” so the 
DDA gave the amount allocated last year. No 
one was present at the meeting from the CBC 
to discuss the application. Winter criticized 


the Chamber and the CBC for not working 
together and Jones said the city and the 
Chamber have attended the CBC meetings 
over the last year to bridge the gap. “They are 
very established in their events,” Jones said. 
He said they are trying to work together; 

e Heard Mayor Voigt say he would like to 
keep the parking lot on High Street on the 
front burner for upgrades and he doesn’t want 
the DDA to lose sight of clearing sightlines 
to the lake. He said he wants to turn the 
banner program back over to the DDA and 
make sure the goats are on the next agenda 
so the DDA can pay its share of their work 
at Horizon Park. He said he wants to up city 
maintenance this year. Also, not all of the 
planters were returned to Main Street after 
the streetscape work 12 years ago and he 
would like them put out. “The more flowers 
on Main, the better,’ Mayor Voigt said. Also 
the DDA should be working on the budget; 

e Heard Donley say the Cozadd room at the 
library, where they were meeting, was more 
conducive to the DDA because at city hall 
there isn’t enough room for all nine members 
to sit together. He said he would like all DDA 
meetings to be at the library; and 

e Heard Baker say that she has started 
putting the budget together as chairperson of 
the budget committee, although Mc Williams 
just now left on vacation. She asked DDA 
members to send ideas to her.

Belleville residents 
tell their animal 
stories to council 


For more than an hour at Monday’s 
Belleville City Council meeting, residents 
of the city and nearby townships told their 
animal stories. This is in response to the 
proposed first reading of an ordinance to 
restrict the number of dogs and cats at 
residences and outlaw most farm animals. 

It all started with complaints about that 
darn rooster crowing on Henry Street. 
At one point, it was stated roosters only 
crow at night when there is a predator and 
roosters fight to protect their hens. 

City Manager Jason Smith thought 
he could look at ordinances in other 
communities and base the new ordinance 
on them. Why reinvent the wheel? But 
the residents said his planned 20-page 
ordinance wasn’t right for Belleville. 

Residents wanted rabbits and ducks and 
hens to be left in their yards. 4-H kids raise 
them for the fair and then keep them as 
pets. Several women with foster homes for 
animal rescues told how they keep more 
dogs than would be allowed and one said 
she would move if she couldn’t foster dogs. 

The city manager reported the city 
attorney said they shouldn’t grandfather 
animals, such as the rooster, and should 
give the owner a set number of days to get 
rid of it. There was lots of discussion and 
tears and an angry retort. 

Mayor Voigt thanked them all for their 
comments and asked the city manager to 
set a public hearing on the ordinance and 
postpone its first reading for now.

Judge allows change in 
bond to allow boxer to 
go to Texas for fight

A professional heavyweight boxer known 
as Jared “The Real Big Baby” Anderson 
has been charged with fleeing from Huron 
Township police officers in a vehicle on 
I-275 and in Romulus on Feb. 29. 

He was taken into custody, arraigned 
out-county on March 2, and given $10,000 
personal bond. 

Anderson, 24, of Toledo, was present 
for his probable cause conference before 
34" District Court Chief Judge Brian A. 
Oakley on March 13 when he waived his 
preliminary exam and was bound over to 
circuit court for a March 27 arraignment on 
the information. 

His attorney asked for a change in bond to 
allow him to be out of the state from April 
9-15 for a fight he had scheduled in Corpus 
Christi, Texas. Personal bond of $10,000 
continues. 

Later on March 13, the attorney returned to 
the courtroom to ask that the time out of the 
state be changed on the bond to March 14 
to April 15 so Anderson could participate in 
planned training and Judge Oakley agreed. 

According to police, officers attempted 
three separate traffic stops shortly after 
1:30 p.m. Feb. 29 until Anderson ultimately 
crashed into the median on southbound 
J-275 and Huron River Drive. 

He reportedly was driving an orange and 
black Dodge Challenger with Texas plates 
and at one point was clocked at going 130 
mph., weaving in and out of traffic. He 
allegedly drove erratically from police on 
northbound and southbound I-275 and on 
Wayne and Sibley roads in Romulus. 

John Edward Svoboda 

John Edward Svoboda, 52, of Belleville, 
was video-arraigned by Judge Oakley on 
Feb. 28 while in custody on charges of home 
invasion-first degree, assault with intent 
to do great bodily harm less than murder 
/ strangulation, and assaulting / resisting / 
obstructing a police officer on Feb. 25 in the 
city of Belleville. 

A probable cause conference was set 
for March 6 and then for March 20. Bond 
was set at $50,000 cash or surety and then 
changed to $10,000/10%. If released he is 
to wear a tether, have no contact with the 
victim or the protected address.
